Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-5 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 



2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "17a" & "20a". A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 
"Fig. 24" & "9" of Fig. 28. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Apple 
Computer "Inside Macintosh: Advanced Color Imaging on the Mac OS", Ch. 3-4, 
11/1996. 

As per independent claim 1 , Apple discloses a lookup table of color characteristic data 
(Chapter 4, pp. 1, Para 1), wherein said lookup table is composed of only characteristic 
points which indicate the relationship between supplied image signals and output image 
signals (Chapter 3, pp. 1 , Para 4) "A profile... [defines]... color characteristics..." which 
are determined to be impossible to be developed in a table-development process which 
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is performed when said lookup table is developed into a multidimensional lookup table 
(Chapter 3, pp. 1 , Para 1 ; pp. 3, Para 1 ; pp. 4, Para 3). 

As per dependent claim 2, Apple discloses said lookup table composed of the 
characteristic points is described such that fundamental colors composed of primary 
colors of a color device having the same signal values serve as the characteristic points 
(Chapter 4, pp. 2, Para 4) "...elements in the array of a profile". 

As per dependent claim 3, Apple discloses color characteristic data which is produced 
by said color characteristic description apparatus contains, in addition to said lookup 
table, an identifier (i.e. profile reference) for identifying a table development method 
which is employed when said lookup table is developed into the multidimensional 
lookup table (Chapter 4, pp. 1, Para 4; pp. 3, Para 2). 

As per dependent claim 4, Apple discloses color characteristic data which is produced 
by said color characteristic description apparatus contains, in addition to said lookup 
table, software for performing a table development process (Chapter 4, pp. 1 , Para 2) 
"colorsync manager" (Chapter 4, pp. 1, Para 4) "...application... NCWNewColorWorld 
function...". 

As per dependent claim 5, Apple color characteristic data, which is produced by said 
color characteristic description apparatus further, contains an identifier for identifying a

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table development method and software for converting data developed into the table 
into an ICC profile (Chapter 3, pp. 4, Para 1 ).
